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THREE CASUALTIES WITHIN WEEK 


West Parish Man Burned to Death. One Child Run Over|"™ street: 
by Truck and Another Struck Down 
Yesterday on Way to School. 


Alfréd W. Hanson, a life-long resident of 
West Andover, was burned to death about 
6 o’clock Saturday night as the result of an 
explosion of an oil stove or lantern, in his 
home on Laurel lane, just off the River road. 


The first notice of the fire came when 
Warren Pike, a cousin, saw flames in the 
living room of the Hanson house. With 
other members of his family, Mr. Pike ran up 
there and saw Mr. Hanson standing by a 
window, ,his clothing ablaze. Breaking the 
glass and window frame, Mr. Pike succeeded 
in dragging Mr. Hanson out of the burning 
building, but the man was already dead. 
In attempting to effect the rescue, Mr. 
Pike’s arms and hands were badly burned. 

The exact cause of the fire probably will 
never be known, but persons passing a few 
minutes previous, saw Mr. Mr. Hanson 
working in the kitchen, apparently getting 
his supper. A few minutes earlier he had 
been out in his barn with a lantern, so it is 
presumed that either the lantern was upset 
or the oil stove exploded, throwing the blaz- 
ing oil over his clothing. 

The Andover fire department was notified 
by telephone and made a quick response. 
There are no hydrants in that vicinity and 
the river is too far distant to lay a line of 
hose, so, that the department could do 
nothing to prevent the destruction of the 
house, barn, shed and other buildings which 
were burned to the ground. A horse, cow 
and calf in the barn were rescued, but about 
seventy-five hens and chickens were burned. 

Since the death of his mother a few years 
ago, Mr. Hanson had been living in the house 
alone, the adjoining farm being owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Pike, the latter an 
aunt of Mr. Hanson. 

The funeral services were held Tuesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock in the chapel of 
Bennett’s undertaking parlors. Interment 
was in the family lot in Bellevue cemetery. 

Julianna Collins, age two years and seven 
months, of 37 Pearson street, was instantly 
killed at 9:40 o’clock Saturday morning, 
when she was run over by a five-ton truck, 
driven by her father, William F. Collins. 

The Andover police state that Collins 
had driven down to his father’s house at 
33 Pearson street, to get water for his truck 
and had taken his baby girl and two other 
children with him. 


After he had filled the radiator, he put the 
other two little children off the truck and 
inquired where his daughter was. One of the 
little tots is reported to have answered that 
the child had climbed off the truck and gone 
into the house. 

With this assurance, the father put the 
heavy truck in reverse and had just started, 
when a scream from his daughter’s play- 

“mates made him-stop quickly. 

His own daughter had been behind the 
truck and was knocked down, the rear 
wheels of the truck passing over her head, 
killing her instantly. 

She is survived by her parents, William F.

|orial services held Sunday evening in the 
Town hall with Commander Frank Markey 
presiding. A scant one hundred and fifty 
persons were present at the exercises. 

The meeting opened with a few words of 
welcome given by Commander Markey and 
the reading of the Governor’s proclamation 
by Joseph McCarthy. The roll of soldier 
dead, to which the name of Daniel J. Hart 
has recently been added, was read by Chap- 
lain Thaxter Eaton. 

The lessons of Americanism and responsi- 
bilities of every patriot were set forth by 
Dr. Claude M. Fuess who spoke as follows: 


We are assembled here this evening for 
a definite and worthy purpose,— to com- 
memorate and honor those who were enlisted 


{in our country’s cause during the recent 


World War, especially those who laid down 
their lives for its flag. There ought to be 
something of solemnity about this occasion, 
for it is our opportunity to recognize some of 
the noblest qualities in the the human heart, 
— courage, daring, loyalty, self-sacrifice, and 
idealism,— qualities displayed by our soldiers 
and sailors in whatever action they took part. 

It is now six years since we first held an 
Armistice celebration. Most of us here can 
clearly recall the joyful madness of that cold 
November dawn in 1918, when the glad news 
came that the war was at last over, that the 
boys would soon be coming home. Since 
that dramatic moment we have had time to 
forget many things. And it is easy, very 
easy, to forget! Most of the children in our 
schools were mere toddling infants when the 
World War began in 1914, Even since 1917 
a younger generation of boys and girls has 
grown up, who have to be taught anew what 
that war meant. At the old army training 
camps the barracks are rotting away; the 
khaki uniforms are being eaten by moths or 
have faded to a dingy brown; even the mem- 
ories of the dead are being gradually obliter- 
ated. All this is, of course, inevitable. It 
is the natural process of the years. 

But something much worse than this has 
happened. We have actually arrived at a 
point where it is, in some quarters, becoming 

ashionable to hint,— not too loudly,— that 
the World War was really unnecessary; that 
no particular ideals were involved; that, if 
we. would-only be frank, .the-whole-aflair 
was rather a disreputable episode ip our 
national annals. I have almost been per- 
suaded, after hearing certain people talk, 
that Germany never called a treaty a mere 
“scrap of paper” and invadéd the neutral 
territory of Belgium; that American pas- 
senger vessels were never torpedoed by 
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Frank L. McDonald, Grand Knight of

adequate for any memorial, and the situation 
unfortunate, a protest against its being 
placed there was sent to the committtee on 
a War Memorial. The whole matter was 
thoroughly discussed in the annual town 
meeting and the project voted down. 

A very gratifying increase in the member- 
ship of the society has been rhade this year, 
one member of the committee having secured 
over fifty new names, while others secured 
many additions. We welcome these new 
accessions to our ranks. 

Having served the society since its organ- 
ization as secretary or clerk, and feeling 
that the time has come to transfer the duties 
of the office to other hands, it may not be 
amiss to recall the Andover of thirty years 
ago, before our “bird” (A. V. I. S.) began 
its flight. 

Our older members will recall something 
of the unkempt appearance of the plots which 
we have redeemed—then looking more 
like dumps. : 

The Boulders, a chaotic array of sand 
dunes, broken trees and wild growths, which 
was the accepted dump of the region. 

Manse Green, from which over four tons 
of stone taken from the streets had to be 
removed before we could begin work 
of improvement. At the Ledges, on the 
hill, a similar condition existed, and the 
Hill Plot had been a convenient place for 
ashes as well as stones — none, of course, 
made any pretentious to beauty. 

We can also recall our Memorial Hall, 
standing bleak and bare, with no vines or 
shrubs to soften its outline. This was also 
true of our other public buildings. 

Of all the plots improved by us (excepting 
Elm Green which is cared for by. private 
generosity) the Boulders is the only one which 
is not still under our care, that having been 
passed over to the Board of Public Works 
many years ago. 

We cannot help feeling that it has not 
received the care and further development 
which its location and beauty warrants. 

The main cross-walk which we intended 
to outline with small boulders and to have 
set with additional granite steps to prevent 
washing, has been neglected until it looks 
like the bed of a rocky brook, so that all 
using this path, walk upon the greensward 
instead. The whole plot suffers for lack of 
thoughtful care. We wish it might have 
especial attention as it is attractive and con- 
spicuous. * 

The activities,.of the society in years past 
have taken many directions to which it is 
needless to refer, and they will doubtless 
broaden with the years; an enlarged bank 
account and increased membership making 
this possible. 

We have seen the town gain in attractive- 
ness year after year as new gardens came into 
being, and neighbor vied with neighbor in 
friendly rivalry in adding to the beauty and 
charm of their surroundings, reminding 
us of the lines of the poet: 


Go make thy garden as fair as thou canst, 
Thou workest never alone. 

Perchance he whose garden is next to thine 
May see it and mend his own.

The Red Cross Roll Call 


Much water has rolled under the 
bridge since the days when the American 
Red Cross, then heralded as ‘the 
greatest mother in the world,’’ was 
doing such noble and helpful wartime 
service. Its opportunity today _ is, 
perhaps, not so extensive as it was in 
1918, but it still does infinite good in 
times of disaster,— witness its work 
after the Japanese earthquake and its 
prompt succor to the victims of the 
Ohio tornado. As a national and inter- 
national organization, the Red Cross 
has this advantage over all others,— 
that it is always. prepared to step in 
at a moment’s notice, backed by all 
the influence which it possesses through 


governmental agency in cases of calam- 
ity. Those who are familiar with what 
it has actually accomplished know that 
it has repeatedly justified its existence 
during the period since the Armistice. 
For this reason, if for no other, it 
merits the support of American citizens 
during its annual roll call and member- 
ship campaign, which opened, quite 
appropriately, on Armistice Day. 


But there is another phase of the 
matter which is particularly connected 
with local conditions. With the dis- 
solution of the Andover Public Health 
Committee, the Andover Branch of 
the Red Cross assumes responsibility 
for carrying on a large part of -the 
volunteer public health work in our 
community. The Red Cross, for ex- 
ample, pays the salary of the District 
Nurse, maintains her automobile,— 
through which, incidentally, her effici- 
ency has been more than doubled,— 
supports a dental clinic in the public 
and parochial schools, carries on home 
service work among veterans of the 
World War and’ their families, aids in 
the prevention and cure of tuber¢u- 
losis, and lends help to every author- 
ized agency for the promotion of health 
in the town. 


At the present time the Red Cross 
has a carefully planned budget for 
next year’s expenditures, based on the 
demands . and .needs during similar

With a record of 
very definite achievement, it comes to 
the public with a request for funds. 
It contemplates no other campaign 
except the one just now beginning. 

The Townsman bespeaks for the 
Red Cross the loyal support of all 
those,— and they must contitute a 
large percentage of our citizens,— who 
have at least a desire that health work 
should be kept at a high standard. 
Solicitors will be among us for the 
next few days, and we are sure that 
their appeal will not be treated coldly.

Plans Complete For Flight 


Final plans have been made for the Height- 
judging contest which is being conducted 
by the Andover Fraternal Organizations and 


M. Jones, a captain in the United States 
Reserve Officers Corps, is in charge of the 
flight and he will fly over Andover between 
the hours of 12 M. and 1 P. M. on one of 
four days beginning November 24, when he 
will be flying within a forty-mile radius of 
Andover. His altitude will be kept accurate- 
ly each day and the decision will be made by 
neutral, competent judges. 


There is a large list of valuable prizes 
offered by the committee who is conducting 
the contest, the main prizes being a Nash 
sedan, Nash touring car, Federal radio set, 
electric washer, and gas stove. There are 
thrity-two other prizes ranging from a 
radio battery to a hot-water bottle. The 
return postal cards which must be used in 
making replies are on sale in leading stores 
in this vicinity or may be secured at the 
main office of the organization, 4 Main 
street, Andover. 

Captain Jones, the aviator who will have 
charge of the flight, is a national figure in 
areonautics. He has been a flyer for over 
ten years and has made hundreds of success- 
ful flights. His first “ship” was a Wright, 
an early model, and in this he established 
the mail route between Boston and New 
York. He also has the distinction of having 
been the only aviator to land in Boston 
Common. 

Captain Jones makes his headquarters in 
Old Orchard, Maine and for six years has 
been a commercial flyer. He has carried 
over 12,000 passengers without a single 
mishap. During the World war he was in the 
service of the United States Flying Corps 
and was in charge of instruction in four of 
the leading air ports. He received his com- 
mission here and was discharged with the 
rank of captain. 

While in the service he taught the art of 
flying to some of the officers of the now 
famous round-the-world flight and one of 
the most interesting incidents of this flight 
was his receipt of a message dropped by 
his friend Lieutenant Nelson when the three 
big planes passed over Old Orchard on Sep- 
tember 6. These priceless souvenirs are on 
display in the Andover National Bank 
window and are being viewed by hundreds 


of people. 

A recent edition of the Portland Express 
contained this interesting article concerning 
Captain Jones: 

‘It is well known that Harry Jones has 
a flying school and quite a few pupils, among 
them being two prominent doctors from 
Portland. Mr. Jones carried the first mail 
by aeroplane in the State of Maine, from 
Portland to Augusta, the capital. In 1913 
he was made the first United States parcel 
post aviator, flying from Boston to New 
York on Friday, the 13th. It happened to 
be 13 degrees below zero on that rip in the 
air, so he decided to stop off at Providence. 
Upon going to the Narragansett Hotel he 
was assigned to room 213; this trip had taken 
1 hour and 13 minutes, quite a while to 
be in the air without’ news of the world, so 
he wended his way to the street, where he 
hailed a ‘‘newsy” and upon receiving his 
change he discovered that ls had 
cost him just 13 cents, so nobody can con- 
vince Jones that 13 is an unlucky number, 
for he had good luck for the entire trip, 
touching Providence, New London, New 
Haven, Bridgeport and then’ Governor’s 
Island, N. Y. 

Mr. Jones has the of being the only 
aviator to land on historical Boston Common, 
also the first to make a mid-winter flight 
cross country and the first moonlight flight 
from Rye, N. Y., to Bergen Beach (near 
Coney Island), N. Y. ‘These trips were 
all made in a Wright plane. In landing at 
Bergen Beach, not knowing the country very 
well, he landed in an open spot to find that 
he was on a farm. A man came up, looked 
him over and evidently was much embar- 
rassed by his manner of dress, and said: 
“You had better not go down there or they 
will get you.” He soon discovered that he 
was on a farm belonging to the insane 
hospital. 

It is six years since Mr. Jones came to 
Old Orchard, where he had a tent for a hangar 
the first year. He was taught to fly by the 
well-known aviator, Harry Atwood, in a 
Wright plane, which is controlled by two 
sticks moved fore and aft. This is called 
the ‘Wright control.” 

Later he had a Curtiss. The “Curtiss con- 
trol” is a shoulder yoke for side movement 
and the big wheel in front to turn for direc- 
tion, for up and down. The standard con- 
trol, called ‘Depp control,” has a stick 
which moves fore and aft and sideways 
with the rudder bar for direction, and also 
has three centres of balance in comparison 
to driving an automobile with one centre of 
balance. 

Having been an instructor during the 
World war, and also the first aerial policeman 
in the United States, he is known by thous- 
ands and is always ready to explain the ins 
and outs of the different planes which he 
owns — among them a Curtiss training 
plane, which he uses with his pupils; a 
standard plane, which carries two passen- 
gers and the pilot.

Connell, who was arrested just as he was 
about to enter the Police station, admitted 
his guilt, according to the Andover police, 
and made restitution in the full amount.

Mr. Church is a graduate of Hillsdale 
college, Hillsdale, Mich., and of the Union 
Theological seminary, New York City. He 
served churches at Ridgefield Park, N. J., 
Buffalo, N. Y., Little Valley, N. Y., and at 
Grantwood, N. J., before he went to Tomp- 
kins Avenue Congregational church as asso- 
ciate pastor with Dr. J. Percival Duget.

ARMISTICE OBSERVANCE 


(Continued from page 1) 


German submarines; and that we joined 
the Allies mainly to gain land and money 
for ourselves. Let me quote a brief extract 
from a letter written by Mr. Henry W. Pink- 
ham, of Brookline, to the Boston Herald, on 
October 1 of this current year: 

“The veterans of a war ate almost certain 
to hinder the progress of the cause of peace 
as long as they live. Naturally they wish to 
perpetuate the notion that they had a glori- 
ous share in accomplishing somthing of great 
a ghee World War veterans can hardly 
help disliking to see the war-made myth 
that they helped to ‘save civilization’, ‘to 
make the world safe for democracy’, etc., 
etc., exposed as such and exploedd by im- 
partial investigation. But the truth will 
finally prevail. Our entrance into the World 
War was a dire mistake.” 

According to this gentleman, and to others 
who agree with him, we were all mistaken 
in 1917. The young fellows who marched 
away were deluded; the millions who made 
sacrifices at home were fools; and those who 
poured out their blood on the soil of France 
were the victims of a lie. God forbid that 
any such contemptible doctrine should be 
expressed in this Components without at 
least a word in protest and condemnation! 

I visited with Captain Stackpole this 
summer the war-devastated area around 
Verdun. For mile after mile outside the city 
the sloping hills lie just as they were left on 
the morning of November 11, 1918,— 
scarred by shell-holes, gashed deep by tun- 
nels, stretched out barren and desolate under 
the August sun. Here and there one could 
detect an attempt at cultivation, where the 
peasants were setting doggedly to work,— 
as French peasants have a habit of doing,— 
making the best of a bad job. But in most 
sections any effort at rehabilitation would 
have been hopeless, so completely torn up 
was’the soil. Not far off was the great 
American cemetery at Romaine, with its 
interminable rows of white crosses, each 
marking the last reating-place of some 
American soldier,— 

“Some heart once pregnant with celestial fire, 

Hands that the rod of empire might have 
swayed, 

Or waked to ecstasy thy tivi rg tyre.” 


i.verywhere around that desert region were 
monuments marking the places where brave 
deeds had been accomplished,— not only by 
English and French, but by our own brave 
army. And _ towering above them all, 
on the height of “Mort Homme”, stood the 
statue marking the farthest limit of the 
German advance. Here was the very spot 
where the French nation, united and con- 
centrated to resist a ruthless invader, made 
that last glorious fight which amazed the 
world. No one can walk among the rusty 
barged wire and see the poppies waving 
where once men’s blood flowed like water 
without being profoundly moved. And yet 
we are now being told that the entrance of 
the United States into a war to rescue France 
was a “dire mistake”! 

As the years glide on, ladies and gentlemen, 
the memories of war-time will tend naturally 
to become obscured, and its lesson will seem 
of smaller and smaller importance. Those 
who were actively engaged in it cannot be 
with us forever nor can they remain always 
young. Some of them are gone already. 
But so long as they walk this earth and have 
a tongue to speak, they are pledged to. defend 
certain fundamental principles. They are 

roud, not ashamed, of our record in the 
World War. They are convinced that it is 
part of an American’s creed to love his 
country; that it is his duty to protect her 
flag against desecration and her name 
against insult; and that it is his obligation as 
a citizen to rush to her defense in a righteous 
cause. They believe in P gress but not in 
peace at any price; and they will never 
consent to a peace based on dishonor. They 
believe that war and death are horrible; 
but they have learned that there are things 
worse than war and death,— selfishness, for 
instance, and cowardice, and shame. And 
so I am sure that I speak for my comrades 
in the American Legion when I express the 
hope that every American girl and boy will 
be educated in the responsibilities of a 
patriot. And I know that I voice their senti- 
ments when I add that, as each successive 
Armistice Day returns, the same lessons of 
Americanism will here be reiterated and em- 
phasized. 


Frederick H. Jones made an appeal in 
behalf of the Red Cross roll call which opened 
this week, telling of the valuable work ac- 
complished by the local district nurse who is 
largely maintained as a result of Andover’s 
share in this annual contribution as well as 
the more spectacular work of the National 
society in times of great disaster. 

“An American Institution,” the United 
States Supreme Court, undying faith in 
which has made this nation great, was the 
subject of the address given by Robert T. 
Bushnell. 

Mr. Bushnell spoke in part as follows: 

On an occasion such as this when we are 
gathered together to commemorate a great 
event in American history, an event that was, 
perhaps, to our times the crowning glory of 
American effort, a climax to 150 years of 
experiment and strife, it is appropriate that 
we should discuss one American institution 
which, as much as any other, has made 
America great: an institution which is 
wholly and entirely American, to which there 
is no parallel in the history of the civilized 
world; an institution which has been the 
bulwark of our liberties, the greatest in- 
fluence for orderly government, of laws in- 
stead of me, which has ever been devised 
by the mind of man. I speak of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It is difficult 
to contemplate or to imagine the state of 
this land today had it not been for this in- 
stitution and the line of illustrious men, 
judges, soldiers and patriots that made it j 
what it is. In all probability, were it not for 
this institution, when the call came to the 
democracies of the world in the years from 
1914 to 1918 to defend their very existences, 
the call would have found this union of 
states utterly powerless adequately to re- 
spond; would have found us with a govern- 
ment at Washington which was a govern- 
ment in name only; would have found us a 
group of forty-eight rival, jealous, bickering 
states, utterly unable to make a unified effort 
to stop the onward march of the German 
armies and all that they represented. 

When I speak of a court, and especially 
of the Supreme Court, I can almost feel an 
audience of laymen sigh. This is a subject 
which must necessarily be dry, uninteresting, 
technical, wholly devoid of interest to the 
average man and woman whose only con- 
ception of a court may well be that it is 
something to keep away from, you feel. 
Yet the course of history has been turned 
and made as much in the chambers of the 
Supreme Court at Washington as by armies 
and battles and legislatures. My aim to- 
night is to present to you in simple language 
a brief picture of this institution of yours, 
concerning which there is little understand- 
ing and much misapprehension. Yet it is a 
su ig which can be easily understood, 
with which every American citizen who 
casts a ballot, or will ever cast a ballot, 
should be familiar, for indeed it is the bed- 
rock upon which the government under which

we live is built. This institution for over 
100 years has been particularly the object 
of the attacks of the ignorant and the mealy- 
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million who were otherwise occupied in 
1917 and 1918. 
It is safe to assume, however, that a 


mouthed demagogues, who are the constant 
menace and disease germs which seem to be 
inflicted upon a democratic government. 


One man, more than any other in the line 
of illustrious patriots, and statesmen who 
have sat upon that court, is responsible for 
its place in history and for its existence today 
as the living voice of the Constitution. It 
would be futile in the time at my disposal 
for me to attempt to give you an exhaustive 
survey either of the life of that man —TI 
refer now to the great Chief Justice John 
Marshall — or of the Supreme Court. 


Six years ago next Tuesday came the 
end of the Great World War. Most of the 
younger men in this audience fought in that 
war. There are mothers and fathers here 
tonight whose sons died in that war. Men 
died. Americans lad down their lives willing- 
ly, freely, courageously. . This country of 
ours was united as she never been before 
in a common purpose common aim. 
It was the greatest of wars, the most 
horrible, the most deadly, the most destruc- 
tive, calling for the greatest sacrifices that 
men and women have ever made. The 
democratic governments of the world were 
fighting a Monster in the form of organized 
autocracy. Democratic governments were 
imperilled as they seldom had been before. 
A triumph for our enemies would have meant 
that democratic governments were not 
strong enough to exist in a world in which 
lived a powerful autocracy. That is why we 
fought. Americans fought primarily to 
preserve American institutions. One of 
the greatest of these is the subject of my 
discourse tonight. If I can give you a 
slightly clearer conception of this American 
institution, if I can make you see the part it 
plays, has played and will play in the course 
of your daily lives, I shall feel amply repaid 
for coming here. 

The Supreme Court of the United States! 
This is no time and no place for political 
discussion. I have no intention of talking 
politically, or of criticising the political views 
of any one who may be in this audience, yet, 
it is necessary for me to refer to the recent 
election. In our armies at the end of the war 
there were approximately four million men; 
the great majority of them good soldiers, 
patriotic Americans, well worthy» of our 
traditions. In the recent election approx- 
imately the same number of citizens, four 
million, cast their votes for one particular 
party. “Party” is a misnomer in that con- 
nection. It would be more correct to say 
that four million citizens cast their votes for 
a conglomerate group which called itself a 
party, a group composed of all of the dis- 
contented, all of the radicals, all of the dis- 
loyalists, embracing all shades of political 
creeds, from red to yellow. This group was 
led by a man who, when American institu- 
tions were in danger, when democratic 
governments, including our own, were 
fighting for their very existence, deliberately, 
openly and actively did all in his power to 
prevent the victory of the democratic armies 
which we are commemorating tonight. Six 
years after democratic governments had 
saved their very lives by a victory over auto- 
cracy this man who had done so much to 
prevent that victory ran for President on a 
platform which he himself drew, designed to

We have nothing to do but pronounce the 
law as we find it, and having done this, our 
justification must be left to the impartial 
judgment of our country,” 


That pronouncement, said the speaker. 
typifies the whole trend of the decision of 
that Court. There is no parallel in history. 

In practically every case decided by the 
Court the judges have utterly disregarded 
their own personal views, political con- 
siderations and party affiliations. Judges 
appointed by Jefferson at a time of the bit- 
terest political feeling, and appointed be- 
cause they were members of his party, 
when cases came before them for decision 
decided according to-the law, as they be-

Good-Book Week for children is but a 
yearly emphasis upon the daily work which 
every well-managed public Library is doing 
for its town, the work which the Memorial 
Hall Library, despite its cramped quarters, is 
trying to do for the children of Andover. 
We are living in an age when to give the 
children the greatest opportunities in life is 
the aim of every progressive community. 
School nurses, school hygiene are adding to 
their physical improvement, and the public 
library supplements the public school. in 
offering opportunity for mental development. 
For those taxpayers who have children, the 
maintenance and adequate support of the 
public library is one of the greatest things 
the town is doing. It is second only to the 
schools, for it offers to every child from every 
home, safe, wholesome, inspirational reading, 
such reading as can be found in a carefully 
selected juvenile collection. The Memorial 
Hall Library can assure the parents of 
Andover that their children may be turned 
loose in its juvenile corner — which ought to 
be a separate room — to find worthwhile 
books with perfeet safety. 

A public playground, the development of 
Pomp’s Pond are splendid, so far as they go. 
They fulfil summer needs of our children, but 
a properly equipped children’s room at the 
Memorial Hall Library would be useful the 
year around, not merely for ten weeks of 
warm weather. 

We are sometimes asked why we have few 
story-books in long series. The children like 
them and it is easy to understand the fascina- 
tion of going on with the same characters. 
The critic’s objection is that the later volumes 
are seldom equal to the first. It is a task 
beyond the power of the average author to 
sustain a high level throughout a long series. 
The stories become machine-made, the 
characters are lifeless. There are a few 
exceptions to this rule, cases where the 
author had the ability to continue on a high 
plane, and we have these books. A notable 
example is the four volumes of the Doctor 
Dolittle stories.

| SUFFERS PAINFUL BURNS 


Captain Todd Receives Burns While 
Searching for Broken Steam 
Pipe at Shawsheen Mills. 


Steam gathering in the upper story of the 
Wet Finish and Dye House of the Shaw- 
* sheen Mills caused a number of the sprinkler 
heads to blow and an alarm to be turned in 
at about 11.50 0’clock last Monday evening. 
The Andover Fire Department, several 
members of which had just returned from a 
fire at North Andover, promptly responded 
to the alarm and after a thorough search of 
the mill were unable to find any trace of 
fire.

Parent-Teacher Meeting 


A meeting of the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion was held in the auditorium of the 
Shawsheen School on Wednesday evening. 

Carl Schrader, Supervisor of Physical 
Education in Massachusetts, was the speaker 
of the evenng and chose as his subject 
“The Recreation of the Child.”’ He empha- 
sized the fact that physical education and 
recreation was one of the most important 
factors in the life of a child. He spoke of 
the necessity of playgrounds and supervised 
games and stated that in his opinion the 
best games were basketball and all other 
games played with balls. When questioned 
regarding suitable equipment for a school 
the size of Shawsheen, he gave the require- 
ments as two balls for basketball, bean 
bags, rope quoits and pins for bowling. He 
said, “It would certainly seem that all 
schools should have physical education when 
one stops to consider that Harvard College 
and all the leading schools in the country 
advise their students to participate in some 
form of athletics and our children should 
not be neglected in this respect.” Massa- 
chusetts was the twenty-first state to adopt 
physical education in the public school and 
Mr. Schrader considers this the most im- 
portant subject in the school curriculum. 
If the State had enforced physical education 
in its public schools long ago, it would not ‘be 
spending $100.00 a minute to care for the 
derelicts and waifs who did not have the 
opportunity that our children are now having. 
His subject was a most interesting one and 
his remarks were followed with close at- 
tention by a large audience.

An Open Letter to the Business Men of 
Andover 


Fellow Townsmen: 

Never before in the history of Andover has 
so large a proportion of its business men 
absented themselves from our annual town 
meeting. Various reasons are to be assigned 
for this absenteeism. First, the increasing 
demands made upon their time and energy 
by their private businesses. Second, their 
unconscious yielding to the spirit of our times, 
and third, their increased reliance upon the 
small number who do attend town meeting 
to conduct the town’s business according to 
a wise and business-like policy. But what- 
ever the reason for their absence the fact 
remains that the decisive votes that determine 
our annual expenditure of over $500,000 is 
at present left to only 4% of our electorate. 
This small minority is often composed of 
men and women who have little to lose and 
much to gain by the increasing expenditure 
of the town’s money. Relying upon the 
non-attendance of 85% of the legal voters 
small groups of our townspeople are en- 
couraged to introduce into out town warrant 
year by year numerous articles calling for 
large appropriations of the tax-payer’s 
money, chiefly to secure for themselves alone 
some coveted local benefit. A_ striking 
illustration of this occurrred at our last an- 
nual town meeting when $20,000 was added 
to this year’s budget to lay a water main 
through a mile of scrub land for the greater 
convenience of a dozen families already 
amply supplied with pure well water on their 
own premises. Though this spas 
was unanimously opposed by our Finance 
committee, their opposition had no deter- 
rent force upon ihe whose self-interest 
had packed the town meeting to override it. 
The success of this method of obtaining 
town money for the procurement of special 
privileges has been, of late, phenomenal, so 
much so as to warrant its adoption as a 
permanent policy by. those seeking such 
privileges. I have positive knowledge of 
similar projects to be brought before our 
next town meeting that will be sponsored by 
men whose apparent interest in our town is 
restricted to their personal benefits only. 
The proponents of these personal projects 
rely for success upon their appeal to the 
sentiment of pity, the ignorance of actual 
conditions by the voters and the absence of 
85% of our reflective citizens. 

Unless something is done to change this 
policy we shall continue, year by year, to 
overstep our budget some $30,000 to $50,000 
a year as we have been doing for the last 
five years and be obliged to charge off this 
increase to a higher tax rate on the one hand 
and an enlarged indebtedness on the other. 

By pursuance of this unbusinesslike pol- 
icy—a policy made workable chiefly by the 
absence of Andover’s business men,— this 
small minority of 4% of our registered voters 
during this short time have increased our 
town: expenditures from $182,451 to over 
$500,000, have swollen our town debt from 
$355,000 to $776,500 and jacked up our 
tax-rate from $22.50 to $27.70. Notwith- 
standing our phenomenal increase of in- 
come incident to the development at Shaw- 
sheen by the American Woolen Company 
during this short period which has givén 
to the town in direct taxes over $300,000 
over and above all town money expended 
toward this development we have increased 
both our debt and tax-rate; our expense year 
by year has out-run our income. Such a 
policy you business men would not tolerate 
in your private business.» You would never 
allow your overhead to outrun your income 
and eat into your capital from $30,000 to 
$50,000 each yegr however large that capital 
might be. On the contrary you would re- 
duce your overhead expense and keepy our 
expense account well within the margin of 
your income. Your effort would be to en- 
large rather than to decrease your capital. 
Our present policy of town government, 
however, has been to increase its overhead 


at the expense of its capital. This is done 
“for the good of the town”. In my judgment 
— and I am sure in yours also — “the good 
of the town” depends primarily upon its 
business sanity. No ‘‘town improvements” 
should be allowed to eat away the very 
foundation on which all progress depends, 
When confronted with the choice of some 
desired “town improvement” on the one 
hand and business common sense on the 
other hand there is no question which should 
be given precedence. 

The most hopeful sign of the times is the 
effort of our people to get back on to funda- 
mentals. This movement on a nation-wide 
scale was conspicuously shown during our 
last national election. 

What has brought success to you business 
men has been your unwillingness to budge 
from fundamental business principles. Know- 
ing this I take the liberty, as a private 
citizen of Andover, to make to you this 
personal appeal for your cooperation in the 
attempt to reinstate business principles into 
our ‘town government. The town needs 
your business judgment publicly expressed. 
Will you give it? 

Andover is rapidly expanding. This ex- 
pansion calls for readjustment of town 
methods. The old-fashione town meetings 
so admirably fitted to meet the needs of a 
small community can no longer meet our 
needs. We now have 4,353 voters. No town 
hall is large enough to accommodate them 
all, nor could so large a body of people 
transact town business. Some form of 
representative town government, thereforee, 
is imperative. To determine what that form 
of government shall be is the object sought 
by our Chamber of Commerce in calling 
together at the town hall on Wednesday 
evening, November 19, the voters of Andover. 
May I urge your attendance and will you 
come with the purpose to do what you can 
to inaugurate a policy based upon tested 
business principles that shall supplant the 
slipshod, Hitorsaie policy that has charac- 
terized our town meeting decisions for the 
last five years. For if our town affairs are 
onger left at the mercy of these small min- 
orities, if the nature judgment of our Finance 
Committee is no longer to have weight, if 
personal ambition and special privileges of 
these smaller groups are to determine our 
town policy, and, finally, if the present 
apathy on the part of our leading citizens 
is to continue, soon our town debt and tar- 
rate will cease to attract capital to our town, 
will discourage home building and more than 
offset our unique attractiveness by its re- 
pellent force.
